ELECTIONS IN THE FOUR NEW 
STATES YESTERDAY, 


REPUBLICANS CARRY BOTH DAKOTAS 


A Storm Prevails in Washington and News 
From There is Meagre, But Montana 
is Claimed by Democrats. 


Sr. Pavt, Minn., October 1.—Elections in 
the four new states today have been held, and 
voters have given expression to their political 
views—a sort of announcement of birth. The 
wote has been a full one, “The capital fight in 
South Dakota and Washington called out a 
few voters who might otherwise have been 
classed as stay-at-homers, while the closeness 
of the state actedina similar way in Mon- 
tana. 

Sunday school children in Aberdeen, S. D., 
marched in procession during the day to influ- 
ence the vote on the prohibition amendment. 

THE TWO DAKOTAS 

had been cosceded to the republicans early in 
the day, the point to be settled being only as 
to majority. Interest in North Dakota was 
centered on prohibition—the friends of which 
were hopeful—and the district judgeships. 
Also there was much interest in the legisla 

{ure as regards its feeling for or against the 
senatorial candidacy of ex-Governors Pierce 
and Ordway. 

In the Dakotas the questions to be decided 
were: In South Dakota state and legislative 
officers, two congressmen and judges; also 
voting on a constitutional prohibition clause, 
aclause for minority representation in the 
legislature and on the temporary location of 
state capital. ; 

North Dakota voted for the same officers, 
and also on the constitution and a prohibition 
clause therein. The length of the tickets will 
cause much delay in the collecting of returns. 
Thus far scattering returns only have been 
received, 

But these indicate the election of state 
tickets in the two Dakotas by the republicans 
and the choice of a majority of the legislature 
in the south state by that party. In the north 
the legislature may be close. 

There is no doubt that constitutions will 
be ratitied. Some towns bitterly opposed the 
loeation of institutions in the constitution as 
was done in North Dakota. La Kota was one 
of these towns, and the vote there against the 
constitution ig sixty, in the same precinct 
which reports‘a total vote of $5. In South 
Dakota the votes tims far reported on the cap- 
ital Jocation are from points far removed and 
Pierre, Watertown, Huron and Sioux Falls 
are leading, with votes a little in favor of 
Pierre. 

A STORM IN WASHINGTON. 
_PortTrLanp, Oregon, October 1.—At7 p.m. a 
heavy wind and rain storm is prevailing in the 
gastern part of Washington. The wires are 
down, and election news will be greatly de 
layed tonight. 
THE VOTING IN MONTANA. 

Hetena, Mont., October 1.—The election 
was conducted under the Australian law, and 
to the sui prise of every one, votes were polled 
very rapidly—nearly all voting being done by 
noon. Reports from a!l sections of tne terri- 
tory indicate that there was no disorder of any 
kind. In the city, scarcelya man was seen 
under the influence of liquor, and there were 
no attempts at illegal voting. The Australian 
balloting system proved, so far as heard from, 
a complete success. The ticket isa long one, 
and it wil! be late before sufficient returns are 
in to know the result on governor and con- 
gressinan. 

PIERCE WILL BE SENATOR, 

Bismarcn, N. D. T,, October 1.— The official 
count for the city showsan average majority 
for the republican ticket of 163. they tele- 
grams from twenty-five legisiative® districts 
show the election of sixty-seven members of 
the legislature favorable to Gilbert A. Pierce, 
for the United States senate. Four more are 
known to be forPierce in safe republican coun- 
ties, giving hini seventy-one votes, sure, out of 
a total of ninety-nine in both houses. Eleven 
county precincts and the city of Bismarck give 
amajority of 449 against prohibition. The 
constitution is carried almost solidly. 

A PROHIBITION VICTORY.

SOUTH DAKOTA ADOPTS PROHIBITION. 

Later returns received by the Pioneer Press 
{indicate the adoption of the prohibition sec- 
tion in South Dakotaand the defeat of the 
clause for munority representation, both of 


which had been ‘submitted by the constitu- | 


tional convention. Frem North Dakoia pres- 
ent returns indicate the election of fourteen 
republicans to the legislature and two demo- 
crats, other districts not yet having been heard 
from. 

WASHINGTON REPUBLICANS, 

A Pioneer Press special from Tacoma, 
Washington, says: From meagre returiis re- 
ceived from this and adjacent counties it 
seems the vote will be larger than ever before 
cast in the territory. 

Indications all point to the election of Ferry 
and the entire republican state ticket, includ- 
ing Wilson for congress, by a majority aver- 
aging 4,000. Scratching was general on both 
tickets throughout the siate. Tie complex- 
ion of the legislature must remain in doubt 
until the vote is fully counted, as the battle 
was concentrated on that field. Separate arti- 
cles to the constitution embracing prohibitory 
and woman suffrage planks, are unquestiona- 
bly defeated by a large majority. Ti:e consti- 
tution will be ratified, but not bya majority 
its supporters thought it would obtain. 

THE LATEST FROM DAKOTA. 

The Pioneer Press Bismarck, N. D., corres- 
pondent gives the following review of the sit- 
uation at ll o’clock: At this hour few re- 
turns from the state at large bave been re 
ceived. In Burleigh county the repub!ican 
majority on the state ticket is 400, or 100 in 
excess of the largestestimate. The republican 
legislative ticket in this county has been elect- 
ed by majorities ranging from 100 to 150. In 
Winchester a republican carries the district for 
judge, but runs 1,000 behind the state ticket. 

n Morton county the _ republican leg- 
islative ticket is elected, and 
in Stark county, where there 
was a sharp fight, the republican legislative 
ticket is elected. In Kidder-Emmons dis— 
trict the sameis trae. 

Prohibition is defeated in Burleigh county 
by. 400 majority, and in the counties of the Mis- 
svuri slope by 1.500 majority. The only law 
yer candidate for the state senate, J. 8. Frye, 
republican, of Jamestown, seems to be de- 
feated by his strong independent opponent, 
Bailey Fuller. Lamour county elected republi- 
can candidates to the legislature. It looks now 
like 10,000 republican majority is sure.

But Commander Shepherd Didn't Go With 
Him—The Reasons Given. 

New York, October 1.—The newly ap- 
pointed minister to Hayti, Frederick Douglass, 
and party sailed for the West Indian islands 
on the United States steamer Kearsarge from 
Brooklyn navyyard this morning. The cus- 
tomary salute of seventy-five guns was fired in 
honor of the minister.

Secretary Tracy de- 
nies that Captain Shephard refused to sail with 
Minister Douglass, and the understanding is 
that his relief grew out of a difficulty concern- 
ing cabin accommodations. 


THREE CHURCHES DESTROYED. 


In a Conflagration at Grand Haven Yester- 
day. 

GRAND -HAVEN, Mich., October 1.—A large 
part, and the best part, of the’ residence por- 
tion of this city was wiped out by a great fire 
this morning. There is intense excitement 
here and the full facts can not be given at th. 
hour. The fire was discovered at one o’clock. 
The flames spread with great rapidity. The 
fire department and the herculean efforts of 
the citizens could not do much to stay the 
spread of the flames. Among the buildings 
burned are the following: The Cutler house, 
one of the best hotels in Michigan; the resi- 
dence of Dwight Butler, a beautiful place, 
filled with exquisite furniture, valuable pic- 
tures and works of art. The residences 
of Mrs. Slayton, T. A. D. Parris, George D. 
Sanford, Captain McCullom, A. 5S. Kenzie. 
Three churches were burned—the First Re 
formed, Unitarian, and Methodist. Besides 
these there were thirty residences. No lives 
were lost. Thesweep of fire included both 
sides of Main street from Slayton’s grocery, 
where the fire originated, to Ackely tustitute, 
and everything in its path was wiped out. The 
total loss is about $500,000, with a fair amount 
of insurance. 

Fire in a California Town, 

San Luis O’Bispo, Cala., October 1.—The 
village of Cambria, ih the northwestern part 
of this county, was almost entirely destroyed 
by fire yesterday. As there was little water at 
hand and almost no fire service, building after 
building was consumed before their contents 
could be removed, No lives were lost. The 
postofiice, telegraph and express offices were 
totally destroyed. The total loss is about 
$125,000; insurance about $12,000. The cause 
of the fire is unknown. 


SHE BROUGHT HIM TO TAW. 


A Bridegroom With 8 Balletin His Arm—A 
Lively Chase. 

Kansas City, Mo., October 1.—Harper 
Grafton was arrested today for seduction on a 
warrant sworn out by Carrie Ida Cass, of 
Kansas City, Kansas. The sheriff had a long 
search for Grafton and finally found him ina 
suburb of the city and brought him back on a 
train. At the railway station Miss Cass, 
her father and brother, were await- 
In the “faithless lover’s return. 
#iey were all armed, thegirl witha revolver, 
and two men with shotguns. The sheriff an- 
ticipated trouble and running his prisoner 
through the train, the two alighted from the 
rear car and started on a run for the jail. The 
Cass party followed them, shooting as they 
ran, but infiicting no injaries on the fugitives. 

At the jail the sheriff had some trouble in 
opening the gate and Miss Cass, who led her 
father and brother in: the race, had ap 
proached within a few feet of Grafton when 
she opened fire with her revolver, wounding 
himinthearm, Finally the sheriff succeeded 
in gpening the gate. and placed the prisoner 
behind bars. The injured girl and her father 
and brother requested an intetview with the 
sheriff, and before long it was agreed that a 
marriage between Miss Cass and Grafton 
should be Brought about. A minister was sent 
for, and the ceremony was performed in short 
order. Mrs. Grafton then withdrew the com- 
plaint against her husband, the newly wedded 
pair left jailapparently satisfied with the end 
of their romantic courtship.

The 
weapon was nickle-plated, 32-calibre. The 
physicians say the wound is not necessarily 
fatal. Murphey was resting easy vt 7 o’clock.

The 
members are making arrangements for a rex 
union and barbecue at Richland on Thursday, 
which will be the largest ever held in Ten- 
nessee.

16th the body of a man was found in Oakwood 
cemetery with a pistol near by with one cham- 
ber empty. Ineffectual efforts have been 
made to ascertain tire name of the suicide. 
Today a piece of looking glass was found near 
the spot with the following words scratched on 
the back: ‘‘My name is John Bowen, of Balti 
more.”’ 


Death of Judge Clayton.

Judge A. M. Clayton, who died at Lamar last 
night, would have been 90 years old in a few 
days. H@® was onthe supreme bench of the 
state from 1842 to 1851, and had been a trustee 
of the university of Oxford from its founda- 
tion, having only missed one meeting of the 
board during the whole time.

Syracusez, N. Y., October 1.—Rumors of a 
smashed slate on account of the opposition of 
New York men to certain candidates, are the 
only topics of discussion this morning. It is, 
said that both Tammany and the county demo- 
cracy are determined to support some other 
candidate for attorney general and comptroller 
than Tabor and Wimple. It is pretty certain 


that both organizations wil! support Senator 
Foley as candidate for the attorpey general 
ship. 

About 11 o’clock the Alhambra rink, in 
which the convention is to be held, was thrown 
open, and the delegates and visitors began to 
strollin. The hall is prettily decorated with 
flags and buuting. 

CALLED TO ORDER. 

At 12:15 Edward Murphy, jr., chairman of 

he state committee, called the convention to 

ler and announced the action of the state 

mittee in nominating Edward A. Jones 

i amporary chairman.

On his appearing on the platform there was . 
loud cheering. When it had sudsided, Mr. 
Jones began his speech. He was frequently 
applauded. An allusion to Grover Cleveland 
eupked hearty cheering whichwas continued for 
nearly a minute. At a point in his speech 
where the words ‘“‘I am a democrat’’ occurred, 
there was also wild cheering. 

The speech was listened to attentively, and 
at the finish, the lieutenant-governor was 
again cordially cheered. 

The secretary then called the roll of dele- 
gates. 

The platform says: 

The democratic party of the state of New York, 
in convention assembled, renewsthe pledgesof its 
fidelity to democratic faith, and reaffirms the doc- 
trines of the tiational platform of 1888, adopted at 
St. Louis. We have not advocated, and do not 
advocate, free trade, but we steadfastly advydcate 
the principles of tariff reform, believing that an 
adherence to the right alone carries in itself the 
certainty of triumph. We heartily indorse the 
honest, fearless administration.of the national gov- 
ernment by Grover Cleveland. 

2. We charge that the republican party at the last 
federal electiun obtained power in the nation by 
corruption and false pretences; by intimidation and 
coercion of voters; by promises unperformed and 
ea unredeemed; and by the shameless traflick- 

ng of Cabinet and other ofhces in its gift to the 
highest bidders; and, through its candidates, by 
these unscrupulous means received more than half 
the votes of the electoral college. Its doctrines and 
principles were repudiated by a majority of the 
voters of the country. 

We arruign thechief executive of the United 
States for diszraceful violation ofthe pledge con- 
tained in his letter of acceptance, to-wit: ‘In ap- 
pointmentsto every grade and department, fitness 
aud not party service, should be the essential and 
discriminating test, and fidelity and efficiency the

The resolutions were, First, the enactment of 
a registration election law, which embraces 
the salient features of the Australian ballot 
system ; Second, the restricticn and regulation 
of liquor trafiic, virtually high licensa; Third, 
the reassessment of property throughout the 
state, the latest one being made in 1876; 
Fourth, colored teachers. being employed in 
all colored schools and the extension of educa- 
tional facilities for the colored people, higher 
education for their race. (It denounces the 
alleged systematic attempts to disfranchise 
and intimidate the negro;) Fifth, a restriction 
of privileges granted by the state of oyster 
dredges, who are depleting the Chesapeake | 
oyster beds. :

The Mystery of a North Carolina Murder 
Cleared Up. 5 
RaueiaH, N. C., October 1.—[Special.]—For 
two weeks there has been a great sensation in 
Moore county, growing out of the killing of 
Bettie Johnson, a negro Woman,and of beating 
Mrs. Catherine Stone, an aged white woman. 
It was 6oon discovered that the murderer was 
Christopher Medlin, Mrs. Stone’s nephew. 
Mrs. Stone has at last decided to tell the true 
story of the crime. She says Medlin, while 
drunk, cameto her house, and after tieing 
his borse, got his gun, and as Bettie Johnson 
entered the back doorof the house on her 
return from milking the cows, he shot 
her dead without sayin a word to 
her. He then knocked Mrs. Stone down, and 
beat her terribly. She had made a will leay 
ing him her money. At the inquest she swore 
that the murder was committed late at night 
by unknown persons for the p of rob- 
bery. Medlin, who isin jail, says that his 
aunt has gone back on him, and that had he 
kuown she would have make a different state- 
ment from the oneshe first made, and had 
promised to adhere to, he would not have been 
present at the inquest, but would have fled.

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A CURIOUS SUIT . 


Which May be Entered Against the East 
Tennessee. 


Macon, Ga,, October 1.—[Special.]— Joseph 
Bond may sue the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad for damages. The track of 
the road runs through Rose Hill cemetery, 
near the base of the Bond lot, which is very 
handsome, quite elevated aud overlooks the 
railroad. Thelot ig made ground, with per- 
pendicular sides, protected by brown stone 
walls. On the lot stands the largest.and most 
elegant marble private monument in Georgia, 
erected to the memory of Juseph Bond’s 
father, and cost forty thousand dollars in Italy. 
Owing to the constant rumbling of heavy trains 
tho foundations of the lot are shaking out of 
place,and have been loosened at some points 
several inches. The entire lot and 
its great monument are liable to fall 
down into ruin upon the railroad track 
at night, and a terrible accident — ge 
with a wreck of the train and loss of life. The 
damage to the Bond lot might be $50,000, to 
say nothing of the desecration of the graves. 
The William B. gohnston twin lot adjoins the 
Bond lot. When the East Tennessee road de 
sired to run the track through the cemetery, 
Johnson and Bond objected, and were seeking 
to enjoin the road, but the road laid the track 
by the monument on a Sunday before legal 

roceedings could be taken. Johnston and 

ond were apprehensive that the trains would 
do very great damage to the lots, which now 
seems to have overtaken\the Bond lot. 


Trying to Meet 1 Pork Contracts. 


CuIcaGo, October 1.—W. 8. Wallace, of the 
firm of Sawyer, Wallace & Co,, has asked the court 
for an injunctien against the commiltee of the board 
of provisions in options from Issuing certificates de- 
claring pork packed in Octoberto be merchantable 
and standard. He says that under the rule as 
it now stands pork packed during this month is 
not deliverable until it has remained in cold stor- 
age and that those who sold October pork, being 
short, are seeking this means to fiil their contracts. 
On behalf of buyers, itis admitted that this pork 
must remain in cold storage thirty days, but con- 
tend that it is deliverable on contracts, and declare 
that to rule otherwise would inflict a hardship on 
the ‘shorts’ because the complainant is running a 
corner on October pork, The judges took the 
matter under advisemen‘. 


Accidents While Coupling Cars. 

Cotumsus, Ga., October 1.—.[Special.}]— 
Judge Cody, a colored employe at the guano 
factory met with very painful accident this 
morning.

Charged With Electricity.

IS DISCUSSED IN THE HOUSE 


Every Indication That the Bill Will Pass 
the House Without Any Further 
Amendment—Other News, 


78 to 49. 

That was the vote yesterday. 

The probabilities are now that the university 
bill—Dr. Felton’s educational bill—will pass 
without further amendment. 

The committee of the whole house reported 
back the bill yesterday with the recommenda- 
tion ‘‘that it do pass.’’ 

The annual appropriation is to be $15,000, 

Thirteen more votes yesterday would have 
been sufticient to pass the bill. Out of fifty 
one absentees there were surely more than 
thirteen in favor of the bill. 

The appropriation is safe. 

The friends of the university, and of higher 
education in general, are congratulating them- 
selves on the result. . 

The Discussion Yesterday. 


The bill came up yesterday as the special 
order. f 

lt was known that the bill would be given its 
final shape by the day’s discussion, and that, even 
if the final vote was not taken, the result of that 
vote would be pretty definitely ascertained. 

Both sides were aggressive, and the debate was 
interesting throughout. Chanccllor Boggs was 
present. Hon. Peter{Meldrim, Dr. W. J. Scott and 
other friends of the university were witb the gight- 
seers in the gallery. 

The first speech on the bill was by 


MR. HARPER, OF CARROLL, 
and in opposition tothe will, It wads a forcible talk, 
His main objection was that such action was pre~ 
mature, 

“We are appropriating money that may, or may 
not be in the treasury," said he. ‘‘Let’s wait, and 
in eighteen months from now, if the money from 
the lease of the road leaves any such surplus as is 
ateraien here, then cousider the appropria- 
tion.’’ 

He argued that the first duty of the legislature 
was to the common schools. Just now, moreoyer, 
the state’s treasury Was empty. 

“Universities,” he continued, “don’t make great 
men. It would be folly to deny that some of the 
greatest men in our history, roidiers and statesmen, 
came from the university. But they were great 
men anyhow. ° 

“And we hear a great deal about what foreign 
countries are doing in this line. However that 
may be, Georgia farmers don’t want any such legis- 
lation as this, and people so desperately devoted to 
foreign ideas are at liberty togo to foreign coun- 
tries.”’ 

At the conclusion of Mr. Harper’s speech Mr. 
Tatum, of Dade, arose. 

“I move,” said he, ‘that the bill be reported back 
with the recommendation that it do not pass.” 

MR. THURMAN, OF WALKER, 
followed in an able speech opposing the bill. His 
main objection was that any action now would be 
premature, and that the common schools should 
come first- 

a MR. CLIFTON, OF CHATHAM, 
followed in one of the finest short speeches of the 
session. He isa strong adyocate of the bill, 

‘| feel,” said he, ‘embarrassed in following the 
able gentlemen who have spoken upon this ques- 
tion. I have never had the pleasure of visiting the 
city of Athens much less attending the university 
located at that place. Neither did lattend Mercer 
or Ewory; therefore, l can be perfectly impartial in 
the brief remarks Ishall make. I make this state- 
ment because it has been charged that gentlemen 
upon this floor have been influenced either for or 
against the measure by some such reasons.

The speaker then paid an eloquent tribute 
to Chatham and her stand for education, re- 
ferring to Hon. P. W. Meldrim, General A. R. 
Lawton and Colonel John Screven. Continu- 
ing, he said: 

‘Proud of the record which Chatham county, my 
adopted motier, has made, I, as one of her repre- 
sentatives, fallintoline with Dr. Felton and those 
who say it is our duty to make a liberal appropria- 
tion for the university. If 1 should make a mistake, 
it will be on the side of intelligeuce. 

‘At the winter session we appropriated large sums 
of money for the support and maintenance of our 
common school system aud our techuical school, 
and while it was charged that this was reckless and 
extravagant legislation, we have heard but little 
complaint from the people of Geurwia, 

“Will you not vote this paltry sum tofremove the 
barriers which poverty haye piaced in the way of 
the struggling boys of the state? Neverin my ex- 
perience have I known the people of wiregrass 
Georgia to take a greater interest in higher educa- 
tion than now. 

“By aiding the university, which is the offspring of 
the state, we wili certainly bave better teachers in 
our common schools. : 

“Let us now make this appropriation and enatle 
the grand old university to open wide her doors and 
invite the youth from Tennessee to Florida, and 
from the Savannah to the Chattahoochee, to enter 
her domains, where the fountain of knowledge 
sends up her erystal waters. 

‘The state is able to do this act—not of charity— 
but of justice, and J, one of her bumble servants, 
am Willing to vote for the appropriation.” 

JUDGE LAWSON, OF PUTNAM, 
introduced an amendment that the amount of the 
annual appropriation be reduced to $15,000. 

“When this measure,’’ said he, ‘“‘was under con- 
sideration several days ago, I offered an amendment 
providing for the donation of $20,000, but in con- 
ference with its friends it is thought best'to ask for 
an appropriation of $15,000 only. 

‘The ehief argument urged against this appropria- 
tion is. thatit is premature.. I do not think so. 
This general assembly has inaugurated a new sys- 
tem of public and common school education.. It 


has not been content to pick up, here and there, 
fragmentary fundsto appropriate to education, as 
has been hitherto dene, but has boldly laid at 
upon the people and property of the state in be- 
half a more thorough system of ed n. To 
stop now without improving the university, would 
leave the system incomplete. We ought to honor 
ourselves by finishing what we have begun. Let 
us leave to our ancestors a well conceived, amply 
supplied system, beautifully symmetrical from 
bottom to top.

There 
he was married on the 17th of September, and 
a few days later returned to his home in Geor- 
gia. The girl’s brother ordered her at once to 
quit her husband, and take another of his 
choosing. He set up the claim that Lewis bad 
agreed to pay him fifty dollars for his sister, 
and that as he had failed to do so, it was no 
marriage, and if he could get rid of 
Lewis inno other way, he would kill him.

ALBANY’S BIG STREETS, 


How the City Came to Have Such Wide 
Streets, 

Aupany, Ga., October 1.—[ 
many years Albany had comparatively but one 
business strect—known, most aptly, as Broad. 
All the thoroughfares of Albany could appro- 
priately be designated by the same title, 
There is nothing cram up about the ave- 
nues of this city. Colonel Tift, the founder. 
of this city, in iaying off its wide sireets, inter- 
secting each other at right angles, looked with 
prophetic eye to the time which seems now not 
very far distant when Albany should become 
one of Georgia’s most important inland cities. 
Within the last few years it has made quite 
rapid strides in growth and importance as a 
railroad center, a city of manufacturing enter- 
prise as well as a prominent wholesale market 
and a great cotton mart. From receipts a few 
— ack, rarely exceeding 15,000 or 20,000 

les, the amount bas been nearly quadrupled 
and itis confidently predicted that 100,000 
bales will be Albany’s annual receipts before 
many years shall have elapsed. 

Broad street runs due east and west. With 
in the last few ony theincreasing volume of 
trade sought other thoroughfares in addition 
to the great business done upon Broad. Tift 
& Co., Lewis Bros., ight & Wes- 
losky and other prominent firms estabiished 
business houses upon Washington street, an 
avenue running due north and south. Trade, 
like a constantly increasing water course, 
within two circumscribed bounds, _be- 
gan to flow up this new channnl, also. Now 
the heaviest wholesale business of the city is 
done upon this street, and it is still moving 
northward in the direction of the depots. 

For several blocks the business continues, 
and Albany blocks are of goodly size. 

At the northernmost portion of the business 
blocks upon Washington isa locality known 
as Sandy Bottom. Here are many handsome 
brick stores, and here isdone a heavy business 
among the colored people. In one brick store 
on Saturday seven or eight clerks are kept 
busy, and it resembles a bee hive with the con- 
tinued hum of customers who are constantly 
coming and going. For several days before 
the salesmen have been wrapping up packages 
of such groceries as are in the greatest de- 
mand to facilitate quick sales during the rush, 
A large country trade is also done in this 
section. | 

‘‘An afteruoonin Sandy Bottom,” said a 
citizen to THE CONSTITUTION reporter, ‘‘is 
full ot incident. Last Saturday, having a few 
hours of time upon my hands, 
I took a stroll down there 
and Watched the bustle of business. The peo-

PASSED IN THE SENATE BYE CON¥FER- 
ENCE SUBSTITUTE. 
An Able Speceh by Senator Wooten—The 
Quiet Senator Makes an Impression— 
Petitions From the Women. 


There was a great debate in the senate yes- 
terday on the Hall resolutions in conference 
form. 

Incidentally, the question of: betterments 
came up. 

The speech of the day was made by Senator 
Wooten, who bas not spoken before this ses- 
sion. Having been a member of the senate 
when the law of the present lease was passed, 
he was well equipped for the discussion of the 
betterments question. 

Though the senate is unanimously adverse 


to the payment of a claim for betterments, 


and the difference of opinion yesterday was’ 


only upon the effect of an investigating com- 


mittee under the conference resolu- 
tion, the main question came in 
incidentally, and was discussed historically 
and practically by Senators Wooten and Bart- 
lett. 

Senator Halland Senator Whitfield, both 
denying the equity of the claim for better- 
ments, did not think the main question ger- 
main to the discussion as to the practical effect 
of the resolution, and therefore did not argue 
the betterments question in detail, 


Senator Wootcn’s Speech, 

Senator Wooten’s speech will be as good on 
the main question as it was yesterday. He 
spoke as follows: 

Mk. PRESIDENT: Afler mature consideration I 
find myself unable to agree to the report of the com- 
mittee of conference. Whatis the character and 
what is the object of that report? lt provides for the 
appointment of a joint committee whose duty it 
Siali be to confer withthe , e ent lessees of the 
Nes ernand Atiantic railroad and asceriain from 
them what claims they make as iessees against the 
the basis thereofand howand in what Man- 
ner they propose to settle the same; and, further, to 
obtain from such lessees an authoritative stateinent 
of the personal properiy received by them of the 
state and which they can and will deliver to the 
Siate at the expiration of the present lease. Such 
afe, substantially, the objects of the resolution fre- 
poried by the committee of cenference, while the 
report bears on its face a declaration that 
neither the validity of the claims nor the duty of 
the state to allow the same or make settiement is 
ndm ‘tted, 

Now itis essentially a different document from 
the Hall resolution wiich was adopted by tie sen- 
aie sume time azo and which guve rise to this con- 
ference commitiee. That resolution did make in- 
qu.ry as to the claims of the Jessees, but it contained 
in Do uncerta.n terms an express and emphatic de- 
nial of the liabili y of the state forsuch claims, It

ects of inquiry aud are caiculated for good to the 
state. The report under consideration ignores 
ese Important objects and in substance addresses 
‘Ifexclusively to the matter of the: elaim. of 
lessees, Keinced toits finalanalysis it Ils an 
inquiry as to weal the lessees claun fér betterments; 
ouly that and nothing more. Such is the Character 
Of taat report. 

Now, sir, I desire to say that some of the gentle- 
men who compose that conference comumittee, 
perhaps all of them and as far as 
I know nll of them, are decidedly 
opposed to the payment of any sum, whatever, for 
betlermenig; und in what Isnall have to say Il 
mean no retiection onthem. Taoey are honorable 
il nud they have my conii- 
be pecmitted to slate 
nNiny humble judgment ihe tendency of this 
It is fraught with 
Wouat is there, permit me to 
inguire, in the premises to demand or even to war- 
rant suchan overiure to the lessees as this report 
contemplates? We are not confronted with any 
Claim for betterments. No such claim has been 
presented to the legislature,and are we _ s80 
eager to give shape and substance to 
imaginary claimsthat we shall upon mere rumor 
thai floats in the air go forth to make inquiry into 
such claima and thereby dignity them, it may be 
iulo resveciability? But gentlemen seem to think 
thatthere is suchaclaim lurking somewbere in 
secret aud bodiwg evil to the state, and that grows 
so serious as to chalienge the investigation of the 
legislature. Like the ghost of Banquo, it rises up to 
haunt them, and will uot down at their bidding. 
Let us not be needlessly alarmed. There is no dan- 
ger to the state from that source, Georgia will be 
able to meet tie exigences of the case, and to take 
care of herself, eyen against the claim of the 
lessees. I wovld not, howeyer, be understood 
hers as advocating the doctrine that the state 
should entreneb herselfin her sovereignty and re- 
sist the payment of a meritorious claim. The state 
cannot afford to be unjust, and if the claim of these 
lessees should be found to be legal, just and: mert- 
torious the state ought to honorit. But I under- 
take to state the proposition as capable of clear 
demonstration that this claim for betterments has 
no foundation in Jaw, in equity or in justice, 

Let us look for one moment to the lease act and 
lease coutract, and the senate will pardon me one 
word of history in that connection. He who now 
addresses you well remembers what trans- 
pired when the bill which resulted 
in the present lease came before the legislature. 
There were a few of us in thé senate, mostiy young 
men, struggling to maintain the interest, honor and 
integrity of Georgia, although we were in a hope- 
less minority, Welelt that there was danger and 
that Georgian wes gyaut to be plundered in herown 
house and by theSe who ought to be her irlends, 
and we invoked the counsel of cur friends; we con- 
ferred with Mr. Toombs, Mr. Hill,Mr. Stephens and 
with others of Georgia’s statesmen, They advised 
us to yote for the lease bill. By common consent 
and with one accord this line 
of reasoning was adopted. It was 
true that $25,000 a month was & 
small rental forthe property, but it was believed 
and foreseen thatin order to keep ce with the 
railroad progress and development ofthe times, the 
legsecs would be coustruined to make improvements 
and to place beiterments nponthe road, and in 

.eenud would in sowe measure compensate for 
the low rate ofrental. This, thougha tacit, wasa 
much diseussed and well uuderstood condition of 
the transaction. Those statesmen and patriots 
never dreamed ofthisclaim. It never occurred to 
them that a lurge claim for betterments 
would be preferred, and we may well 
imagine that if anything could cause them 
to turn in their craves -ifany earthly consideration 
could possibly Gisturb their eter- 
nal rest, it would be the thought 
that a claim so unfounded and iniquitous should be 
paid by thestate which they lovedand honored 
and illustrated so well, 

But there is nothingin the lease act to warrant 
the shaduw ofa elaim for betierments. On the 
contrary, 28 the jourjnls show, an effort was made 
to incorporate a beiterments feature into the lease 
bill, andit wasvoied dowo by an overwhelming 
majority—over one hundred, 1 believe, totwo. So 
spoke: the legislature» that made the bill 
aud authorived that contract, Why, 
it is not denied, it 1s admiited by those interested in 
the lease that they have no legal right to beiter- 
ments. Whence, then, comes this claim for better- 
ments. ‘There is nothing in the lease act or the 
lease contract toautho'ize it. By the action of the 
legislature it wa expressly negatived. There is 
nothing in the jaw to supportit. But you hearmen 
speak with aimost bated breath about the couris, as 
if there were danver to the sta‘e from the tribunals 
ot justice. Why, the lease act and the lease con- 
tract constitute Lhe law of the case, and the courts 
will be govervre’i by them. They will construe and 
enforce the law and the contract. 

It is said, however, that although there is no le- 
gal right, the iessees bave an equitable claim 
against the state for betterments. (Addres«ing 
Judge Hail.) Youand I know itisa fundamental 

rincip'e of jurisprudence that equity follows the 
awand the cvuurts will entertain no equitable 
claim not warranted by the lease actand the lease 
contract, and it may be further said that a bill fn 
equity founded unon that ground comes without 
merit and without force when it is pemembered that 
it was a tacit, if not an express condition of the 
contract thas there should be nothing paid for bet- 
terments, 7 : 

But itissaidagain that there wastwenty miles 
of side-track made by these lessees which they 
might remove or undertake toremoye. Grant for 
the sake of ifie argument that they Nave the right 
to remove such tracks, worth perhaps 
Beiter that. than fer Georgia to pay.a million, 
three-fuurths or one-half a milliom for better 
ments, But IL savprehend that the executive 
of Georgia will be found equal to ‘the 
emergency and will protect the inter- 
est of Georgia eyen ‘im these side-tracks. Now, 
speeking , a lawyer, I am. (free to ad- 
mit that der an different 
lease contract, the lessees might have the sight to 
remove. sutva si acks as they may have con- 
structed where none had been already plaeed. For 
instance, if the bistory and character of the lease 
act and lease contract were such as to leave the 
general law governing the relatious of landlord aad 
tenant in full foree and operation, then that might 


~be the case. Stil, ifwonld be a question rather of 


a judicial than a legislative character; and furtner- 
more, it might be statedtbat if the lessees have 
such right of removal atall, it would be by virtue 
of a legal right. How, I ask, can such be 
made when there is confessedly no legal 
right to betterments? Thisis the cone‘usion of the 

uestion. Sothereis no danger of the removal of 

sidetracks. 

But again it ic urged that it is necessary to ascer- 
tain the ciaims of the lessees iz order to be able to 
release the road, And why so ? Itis not 
a to pay one dollar of the claim. On the 
eon , your report says in termsthat you donot 
—— it. What then is the use of the investigation?

reply to that we say it can be done as well wit! 
ascertaining the amount of betterments. 

Then there is absolutely no necessity for the 
adoption of this re ort. Not only isit unnecessary, 
but it is not sustained by dent. It is gener- 
ally, if Rot universally true, that persons having 
demands against governments, state and 
national, have to present them to the legislature or 
to congress, and so well guarded is the public 
treasury thateveti just claims have met with the 
delay incident to deliberate and thorough investiga: 
tion, and are collected only after urgent and pro- 
tracted suit,. But this report seeks to reverse the 
order of things and send forth the Georgia legislature 
in pursuit of a phantom claim as Jason went in pur- 
suit of the golden fleece. What is there in the 
character of this chaim or in the character of these 
genticmen to make it a question for such 
extraordinary proceedings? Is it proper to go upon 
such a mission’ Is it proper to ask .o to the 
president of this lease company end as. . express 
terms what amount it is the pleasure of his bigness 
to have from the state of Georgia? I trust not. 
Why then adopt this report. What possible good 
could come of it? Iconfess I could see no good, 
but harm rather. Such action would be unwise 
and dangerous in its tendency. True, phe report 
does not admit the equity of the 
claim, but it looks. to negotiation, 
and there lies the danger. Negotiation might 
lead us to the point of which there is no indjcation 
contained in the face of that report and it might 
lead to compromise with wrong. Let us avoid this 
possible result by disagreeing to this report and 
refusing therefore to take the first stepin a wrong 
direction. Such is the weakness of poor, frail, hu- 
man nature, thatitis always dangerous to dally 
with wrong, whether it be in the shape of @ wrong 
claim or wiong ir any ofits other protean forms. 
The poet has beautifully and bappily illustrated 
this tendency in the lines: 

‘Vice is a creature of such bideous-‘mien 

That to be haied is but to be séen; 
But when too oft familiar with its face, 
Wo tirst endure, then pity, then embrace.,”’ 

Now, sir, in what I haveto say I desire to be 
understood as intending no persunal disparagement 
of the lessees. They ure gentlemeu of high char- 
ccier and respectability; bu’ 1 must be permitted to 
remark that froin history aud statistics they have 
inade gnite enough out of the staie of Georgia. 
Assuredly a margin of $10,000 per month on the 
property under rental ought to be sullicient to give 
satiety even to avarice. Devastated and desolated 
by the war, as our grand old state was, 
she was still forced by special circumstances to bear 
hershouiders to this burden, Sacred history in- 
furins us that the Israelites were permitted. to des- 
poil Egypt, but there was a limit even to privilege 
and plunder, andin the name of honor and con- 
scicnee rhall there not be an end to the spoliation 
of Georgia? 

iti» .oped that the lessees will prefer no_ claims 
for betterments, but if they should see fit and proper 
to do so, then let the legislature appoint a com- 
mittee to investiga e the matier and let the general 
assembly do what is just. Letit say in the voice of 
authority, ‘Thus far shalt thou come and ao 
farther.’’ + 

Sir, I think I know the sentiment of the people 
of Georgia on this question. If there be one matter 
against which they are unanimously fixed and prin- 
cipled it is that of paying betterments, They issued 
this mandate last October, and woe betide the pub- 
lic servant who heeds it not. Sir, it may be weil to 
remember thut there was a time in the early bistory 
of this state when an outraged, indignant people 
came together aud destroyed from the tace of tbe 
earth the record of a great crime, @ 
great wrong that had been done. Now 
without comparing this to the other, yet j 
venture to suggest that if in an unguarded 
moment the legisiature should provide for the pay- 
ment of betierments or pave the way for such pay- 
ment, the people may rise in the majesty of their 
power and again invoke fire from heaven to destroy 
the evidence of so great a wrong. 

Senator Hall Follows. 


Senator Hall followed as the champion of the 
cohiereuce resolution. 

He said Senator Wooten had saved him a good 
cGeal of time and trouble by his strong and eloquent 
statement of the state’s position against better- 
ments, If any one was firmly tommitted against 
betterments he himself was, He was commiited on 
that subject before he was elected, But he thought 
Senator Wooten inconsistent in opposing a resolu- 
t:on subsiantinlly the same as that be had as chair 
Sanol the railroad committee reported favorably 
and voted for when it was unanimously adupied by 
the senate a week or 80 ago. 

Senator Hall then took up the original Hall reso- 
lutions and compared them with the conference 
resoiution in detail, reading them in comparisen to 
show that they were substantially the same. He 
said that there was one important new feature 
which made the couference report much better 
than the original resolutions. It was the provision 
that the committee get a detailed description 
ot every car and engine, and every piece 
of persoual property which the lessees cuuld return 
tothe state. Hesaid the report of the commission 
apvointed by the last legislature did not give this 
information in detall. It mentioned so many Cars 
and so Inany engines, but there was no description 
by which an engine could be recognized if the 
lessees should run rolling stock out of the state, 
There was no description upon which an indict- 
meut could be framed, 

Then he asked how the state could know 
what it could agree to deliver to 
the new lessees next yearif it had no precise in- 
formation of whatit would receive from the pres- 
ent lessees, 


Senator Bartlett. 


Senator Bartlett made a long speech in opposition 
to the conference resolution. 

First he took up Senator Hall's remark about tho 
inconsisteucy of opposition by members of the 
Western and Atlantic railroxnd Committee to a reso- 
Jution substantially the same as they had reported 
favorably and voted for. 

This resolution he maintained was 
essentially different from the original 
That expressly denied the claim and provided fora 
thorough investigation of the condition of the pro- 
perty to be returned. 

As to consistency, he said it wasan astounding 
criticism to come from the honorable senator from 
the twenty-sixth, who, while he declared himself 
foreverand eternally orreme lo tbe ciaim, yet 
favored a resolution providing forthe appointment 
of a committee to go out, and ask the lessees wha 
their claim was, and this in the face ot the fact thac 
that there will be no claim, buta claim for better- 
ments, ‘If that is consistent,’ said he, ‘may the 
Good Lord deliver me from consistency.’ ~~ 

‘Where did the senate get the information that 
there is a claim?” he demanded, but in the pream- 
ble to the resolution of the honorable senator from 
the 26th?” 

Senator Bartlett read quotations from the eri- 
dence of the president of the lessee Company saying: 
“Bear in mind that I have never made 
any claim tor betterments, nor do I now make one” 
etc., but suggesting equities in favor of lessees. 

Mr. Bartlett called attention to the history of the 
suit in 1882 to forfeit the lease on account of invalid 
bond, Then it was stated in the answer of the 
lessees when suit was instituted against them, that 
if the state terminated the leise then instead of 
in 1890, it would have to pay for bet erments. With 
that view, andon the understanding that no claim 
for betterments would be made atthe end of the 
lease the legislature passed a resolution ordering the 
suit for forfeiture dismiss-d. 

Qhe Resolutions Adopted. 


Senator Whittield spoke briefiy in support of the 
resolution, maintaining that it did not commit the 
state [othe payment of the betterments claim and 
provided for geuing information on the subject. 

He replied to Senator Wooten’s remark about the 

liticai death of the persopewho should vote for 
Ceitermente, saying tbat be was not for betterments, 
but if in doing bis duty he should suffer condign 
punishment, then let the day dawn. The resolu- 
tion was adopted 25to 6. : 

Senator Gibson introduced a resolution providing 
that afier the third senate sessions begiu at nine 
instead of teninthe morning. It was referred to 
the committee on rules. 

On Senator Boyd’s motion, the invitation of the 
Piedmont exposition company to attend the open- 
ing exercises on Monday was accepted, Senator 
Boyd remarking that the senate could hold a busi- 
ness session the same day.

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Silver and Gold. 

The organs of the gold bugs have been 
very quiet about the silver question during 
the last year or two. 

It is a question, indeed, that they cannot 
afford to discuss in their usual virile style, 
for the discussion would no sooner begin 
than some one who keeps a serap-book 
would revive and reprint what the organs 
printed in their solemn editorial columns 
when the Bland bill was pending in con- 
gress, and shortly after that measure became 
a law. 

To republish these comments and predic- 
tions at this time, and in the face of the 
facts as they exist, would be to thoroughly 
discredit the intelligence of the editors who 
declared that the coinage of silver under the 
Bland bill would drive gold out of _the 
country, and lead eventually to a financial 
collapse. Not one of their predictions has 
come true. 

More recently the monometalist organs 
have been confounded by the utterances of 
men who may be said to be experts in all 
matters relating to finance. Atthe inter- 
national monetary conyress, which met in 
Paris on September If, for the purpose of 
discussing the silver question, M. Magnin, 
governor of the bank of France, made an 
allusion to the silver situation in the United 
States. 

_ “If the United States,’” said M. Magnin, 
“repeal the Bland bill, if the Latin 
union is declared at an end, the 
debasement of the white as regards the 
yellow meta] will no longer have any limit. 
There would then be a terrible monetary 
and commercial crisis in the whole world,’’ 

It will be seen that the head of the bank 
of France places the Bland bill above the 
Latin union as a barrier to panic and finan- 
cial convulsion, and in doing so he discredits 
either the intelligence or -the honesty of 
every one-metal organ in this country. 

But this is not all. During the sitting of 
the monetary congress M. Emile de La- 
valeye, professor of political econgmy at 
Liege, nade a speech, in the course of 
which he remarked that ‘he could«not 
understand those who advocated gold mon- 
ometalism. If they could not have a bi- 
metalic system, which he preferred, then 
silver was decidedly more preferable as a 
standard than gold,’’ M. Lavaleye went on 
to say that gold is uncertain in its deposits 

-and working, and there is less accident in 
bringing silver to market. 

Free coinage of silver is what this country 
wants. 2 


A Homeless Statesman. 

The sad case. of Ex-Senator Jones, 
Florida, is still a mystery. 

_ Since Senator Jones found himself unable 
to secure hotel accommodations in Detroit 
he has lodged with his friend,Mr. O’ Neil, a 
postoffice inspector, but a few days ago he 
had to give up his room and hunt other 
quarters. It is not known where the sena- 
tor eats and sleeps, or how he gets along. 
When he arrived in Detroit he was elegantly 
dressed. Now heis in the last stage of 
shabbiness. O’Neil says that he turned 
him adrift because he was tired of support- 
ing him, but it is said that O’ Neil owes his 
appointment and his retention in office to 
Jones’s influence. 

It isa strange story. Jones talks well, 
and his speech before the national editorial 
convention in Detroit was one of the bright- 
est of the occasion. The southern editors 
who were present said that if the senator 
would return to Florida he could get any- 
thing he wanted. 

But the homeless and penniless statesman 
remains a voluntary exile from the state 
that loved and honored him. He cannot be 

made to believe that his old sweetheart, 
Miss Palms, the heiress, is married, and 
still speaks tenderly of her. It is pitiful to 
gee this brilliant and amiable man in such 
a wretched plight. If he could be per- 
suaded to return to Florida, familiar scenes 
and care of devoted friends might yet make 
him a happy and useful man. As it is, he 
is a stranded wreck. 


Building Up and Pulling Down. 
Good men like Edward Bellamy and Ed- 
ward Everett Hale make a very bad break 
when they propose to bnild up society by 
tearing down every thing in sight. 
This is the programme of the nationalists 
‘and the socialists. We mention Messrs. 
Bellamy and Hale because they are supposed 
to be conservative and scholarly men—men 
whose interest it is tostand by the establish- 
ed orderof things. Thesetworeformers say 
to the masses: ‘‘We love youand therefore

Education sometimes 
begets worthy ambition and sowetimes con- 
celt, and there isa great gulf between the 
two results. 

We have referred to the German profes- 
sor’s book merely to show that there is a re- 
action going on, even in the universities 
themselves against the tendency of a ‘‘po- 
lite’ education. In this country the re- 
action is taking the shape of training 
schools, and is making its influence felt in 
newer and morepractical methods—methods 
that are intended to fit students to earn 
their living by developing their skill.

Call One Another “Fools” and **Jacklegs’’— 
Another Legislator Takes a Hand in the 
hair- Pulling. 

This might be considered a remarkably bel-
